Summary 

The Arisaema nikoense group in Japan consists of three species, i. e. A. 
nikoense, A. ogatae and A. kuratae. A. nikoense is classified into four varieties, 
i. e. var. nikoense, var. brevicollum, var. australe and var. ishizuchiense. A. 
kuratae is distributed in Mt. Amagi-san of Izu-peninsula, and is well characteri¬ 
zed by short peduncles and naviculate spathes.
